THE PEACH. 

We believe it generally admitted that tbe peach 

is one of tbe best fruits that our country produces 

In former years the peach vvas pioduced in great 
plenty in some of the iiurlherQ states, and it is but 
a few years since that onr inarkcls were plentiful- 
ly supplied and in great variety, l»y those raised in 
the vaciiiily of this city. — From some cause must of 
tbe trees ill this part uf the euiiiilry have perished; 
anil fursuiiie time past we have been indebted for 
a supply of peaches to Pennsylvania and .Maryland. 

It appears from an article in a sotithei n p.iper. 
that the preservation of the Peach 'Free has excited 
the atleutioD uf the Agriculturists, and caused an 
enquiry into the nature of the tree, and the inanner 
in which it should be treated iu order to preserve 
it. Three causes of its destruction are set Corlh.- 
the first is the lly — sec< ndly the breaking of the 
limhs, vvliioh causes it to decay — and lliinlly (he 
woiindsit receives by the bnrsliiig uf the bark Irinii 
severe frosts in winter, and the injury of insects. 
'ITie most general cause of decay is attribnlcd to a 
worm which originates from a large lly rcscinbling 
a common wasp. 'I'his fly is said to perforate Hie 
bark generally near the surface of the earth, where 
It is soft, and deposits its egg, which is dune Irom 
the middle of July, through August and Sepleinhor. 
lu August the vtorins assume the chrysalis slate, 
and in 8 or 10 days are transformed into llios, when 
they deposit their eggs; and in this way a roiind of 
transformation is kept up to prey upon the tree. It 
is in the worm state that tin mischief is done; the 
anniinal feeding upon the soft inner hark, the cir- 
culation of the sap is in conscquciioe Jtslr.iyed, and 
the tree dies. — Ginn issuing out of the tree near the 
surface of the ground is said to be a sure sign that 
there are vvurins under the bark. 

Dr. 1 ilton of Deleware, says Ihe Pcar:h tree 
should always bu planted shallow, w ilh the soil lais- 
ed about it — he recommends Forsy the's method uf 
heading down Ilic tree a year or two after planting 
and recommends tilling tbe ground in orchards for 
somo years after setting them out to insure their 
rapid growth. .Among the causes of the death of 
the Peach tree, he mentions a little hcelie called 
curculio, about' the size ofa pea bug, whn.li punc- 
Hires tho fruit and causes it to fail olf before it is 
ripe. He rcooinmends that hoggs sbonld be siiirer- 
ed to run al large in urcliards, wiio eat all tlie fruit 
in tbcii embryo state. 'J’he practice ho lias piir 
sued is to draw the dirt from the root of the tree in 
the fall, and pour boiling water on Ihc root, and in 
the spring to return the earth to the tree in the 
four of« hill, — This practicedcsiroys the wasplike 
insect whioh perforates the hark near the surface. 
Richard Peters of Penr.sy vania, stales that the 
worm which is deposited hy the wasp lu the Soft 
hark near the gruiiud is the most common destroyer 
of the peach tree. Ho says that af:er July Ihe wasp 
ceases to pierce the bark and make its deposits 
In August or September he removes (he earth a 
lew inches aronrid the tree and pours a quantity of 
boiling soap suds or hot water, beginning about a 
foot above the grunnd, which kills the egg or worm 
lodged in the tender barlt. He also hares his trees 
at the routs, and exposes ihein to the winter, a prac- 
tice which he has followed twelve or funrleeu 
years, and although be has lost several in this way 
still prefers it to any other treatment. When trees 
l/ecoine sickly they are taken up to prevent them 
alfecling healthy ones near them by some morbid 
efiliivu. Wm. Coxe, of Burlington , New Jersey, 
searches his trees at the root, the last of July and 
Scpieriihcr, and on the firstofOctoher,,opriislhe 
earth .around the roots so as to leave -a small basin 
whicli the ice and snow fill up in winter and, ef- 
fectually kill ;hc worms. He recjiinnonds close 
pruning in the peach tree. John fl. Coke of V'ir- 
giiiia; states that he has siicncssfnlly used tobacco 
in the preservation of his pecch trees. From four 
to six leaves is snfilcient for a tree, w hicli is hound 
round theibody of the tree just at the surface ol the 
earth, encircling the part where tlie fly makes its 
deposit. The precaution must be taken before 
liatcbing and slioiild not be postonned later tliaii tbe 
first nrjn'v. He also rccotnmcnos tbe use of to- 
bacco stalks to be tliruvvn around (he routs of the 
fruit trees. 

If the above remedies should save a single Iren 
Ilf so fine a fruit as the poach, we shall be amply 
p.iid for Our trouble in condeuscing this article.

WHI IEWASHING FRUIT TREES. ' 

I his practice, which coiilribiites so e.Hsentially 
to Uie rapid growth and hcaltlj of ,'niit trees, is lit 
le known among onr farmers, if on setting out an 
orchard ol 200 trees, one halfofthcm he whitevvash 
|cd every spring in the month of April, those that 
I are thus treated will be in line hearing couilition 
jtwnor three years sooner than the rest ofiheor- 
Ichard, and will be in the course of four years at 
j least twice as laige and much more thrifty; the 
■ bark or epidermis, will retain (he fine smooth ap 
ipearaiice ofa fine nursery tree, and furnish no re- 
jlreat for caterpillers, or other destructive insects. 

1 have witnessed the success of Uiis experiment on 
iscveral orchards, within the Inst fourteen years; 
land 1 have no hesilatiun in saying, that it nut only 
|Coiilrilnites greatly to the grovvih of the tree but 
that the quantity and perfection uf the fiuil is much 
improved. 

'I he coat of lime or whitewash put on the trunk 
of Ihc tree, should be about Ihe same kind as that 
of the common sort of whitewaab; no salt sbonld be 
used. 

'1 be astonishing cfTecl of treating trees in this way 
will not be surprising to those who arc acquainted 
with the rationale of its operation. Carbon is the 
principal constituent of wood, and it is essential to 
the growth of trees. The carbonic acid of tbe at- 
innspliere roinbines with the quick lime of the 
wliitewash, and forms the carbonate of lime, and is 
brought in contact with the bark of tbe tree, by 
which it is decomposed; the carbon furnishes food 
fortbe tree, whilst the oxygen ofthe carbonic acid 
is set at liberty in the gaseous form. 

As soon as the carbonate of lime is, by (his pro- 
cess. decomposed, a fresh dose of carbonatcof lime 
is regenerated, and this acts as a constant coiidiict- 
ing medium for the snppiv of carbon to the tree.

'i'he only dilference we can discover is, that Mr. 
Adams has not a sou charged with a criminal of- 
fence. 

The enemies of General J ackson seem as much 
.at i loss how to make it appear that he is unfit for 
the office of Pi csidcnt, as those of Mr. Adams are 
to show that he by bis official acts lias forfeited bis 
claim to a re-election. We think their claims e- 
qiially fair, unless the precedent heretofore adopted 
in every case but one, of continuing the same per- 
son in olfice of President for two successive terms 
make a difTeren.ee. Whether it is prudent that this 
precedent should be continued, whilst wo have so 
many men ill onr country equally qualified to fill 
the office, remains with the people; — there is no 
constitutional restriction. 

When we suggested the propriety of calling a 
meeting of the Legislature before tbe nest sitting 
pf (be Court of Appeals, it was witli a belief that 
provisions would base been made by law, to put at 
rest the question of two Courts of Appeals existing 
at tbs same time. But from the best information 
we can obtain, it is tbe opinion of those who will 
form the majority in both houses in the next Legis- 
lature, (hat that question has been constitutionally 
settled by the puople at the polls in the last election 
in favour of the old court, aud therefore needs no 
Legislative provision.

but they unanimously declined. j 

During the two days of the truce, the people cvollr ^- 1 
ed into the fort through private w4js, all the cattle' 
andhorses they could, having delermiiied to defend thej 
place lo lha last extremity, and on the evening of the 
ninth, Gol. Boone reUirned 'he following answer to, 
the summons; “We laugh at all your formidable pre-l 
parations; but thank you f-y giving us notice, and time j 
for us to prepare for our defence. V'onr efl'ortswill 
not prevail, for our gates shajl for ever deny you admit- 
tance.” 

In order to deceive Boone, the commander of the 
Indians assured him, that lie had it in orders from Gov', 
ernor Hamilton, to take them prisoners, and not to kill 
any, and therefore proposed that nine men from the 
fort, sho,uld come out and treat with them. ThU pro- 
position was ti.ially agreed to, and after tome alterca 
tion about the place where the parties should m'.*et, it 
was finally concluded tl.at they should meet at tlie lick,

Not less than 2500 in 
number, among them 300 Sacks. — The Herald 
(Detroit) contains an account of the murder of a 
Frencliinaii, named Mitod and his family , last spring 
by a parly of Winnebago Indians near Prairie Du 
Cliien. These Indians deny the fact and say il 
was committed hy tlie Sioux' But their s'atcments 
are contradictory. A parly of about twenty were 
apprehended and exaimued.of whom, two were 
Committed to jail, but subsequently made their 
escape, lo May orders were given toCol. Morgan 
to abaudnu the fort but they were iniinedialely 
countermanded; and two additional compauied liave 
arrived there. 

The VViiiDcbago, with the seven supposed miir- 
lerers, were in the beginning of July on Ihe^ Wia- 

coDsiii, with a large band of their nation, going to 
Prairie dii Chieu, as they said, to hold a council, 
but not to deliverup the murderers, still saying 
that it was Dot tlie Winnebagoes who committed 
ttie minder, and that they iiad made the suppose 
murderers kiss a cross, aud swwar like the I: rencli 
people, ami they say they are innocent.
